NEW YORK - Two federal 
marshals and one New 
York City police detective 
were shot on Monday in 
Greenwich Village when 
they went to arrest a man 
accused of molesting a 


child in California, the au¬ 
thorities said. 

The suspect, whom the 
authorities identified as 
Charles Mozdir, was shot 
and killed in a gun battle 
that erupted in a smoke 
shop in the normally placid 
neighborhood in Manhat¬ 
tan. 


The authorities were acting 
on a tip after Mozdir was 
featured on “The Hunt" on 
CNN, a television program 
hosted by John Walsh, the 
creator of “America’s Most 
Wanted." 

The suspect’s weapon was 
recovered at the scene, 
according to Police Com¬ 


missioner William J. Bratton. 
Bratton said that the three 
law enforcement officers 
were rushed to Bellevue 
Hospital, where one was 
in surgery and the others 
were being treated for their 
injuries. 

The detective was shot 
twice in the torso, one mar¬ 


shal was shot in the but¬ 
tocks and the other was 
shot in the shoulder, ac¬ 
cording to Stephen Davis, 
a spokesman for the Police 
Department.

UN rights chief: 

Flight 17 possible war crime

GENEVA (AP) — The down¬ 
ing of Malaysia Airlines 
Flight 17 may be a war 
crime, U.N. High Commis¬ 
sioner for Human Rights 
Navi Pillay said Monday. 
Pillay, the U.N.’s top human 
rights official, called for a 
thorough investigation into 
the violation of internation¬ 
al law that occurred when 
the flight was shot down 
with a surface-to-air mis¬ 
sile over a part of eastern 
Ukraine controlled by pro- 
Russian separatists on July 
17, killing all 298 people on 
board. Pillay’s comments 
coincided with a new re¬ 
port by her office that 
says at least 1,129 people 
had been killed and 3,442 
wounded in Ukraine’s fight¬ 
ing as of Saturday, and 
more than 100,000 have 
fled the violence since 
April. “This violation of inter¬ 
national law, given the pre¬ 
vailing circumstances, may 
amount to a war crime,” 
Pillay said of the downed 
jetliner, which U.S. and 
Ukrainian officials say was 
shot down by a missile from 
rebel territory, most likely by 
mistake. 

“It is imperative that a 
prompt, thorough, effec¬ 
tive, independent and 
impartial investigation be 
conducted into this event,” 
she said. 

Fighting over the week¬ 
end prevented a team of 
Dutch and Australian po¬ 
lice officers from visiting the 
crash site to start searching 
for evidence and the re¬ 
maining bodies. The Dutch 
government said a team 


of 26 forensic experts left 
Donetsk for the crash site 
on Monday. 

A full-fledged investigation 
still has not begun at the 
crash site. Some bodies are 
still unrecovered and the 
site has been forensically 
compromised. 

The report by the U.N.’s 
team of 39 field monitors 
in Ukraine says there has 
been an alarming buildup 
of heavy weaponry in civil¬ 
ian areas of Donetsk and 
Luhansk — including artil¬ 
lery, tanks, rockets and mis¬ 
siles that are being used to 
inflict increasing casualties 
and damage to civilian in¬ 
frastructure. The report says 
such attacks could amount 
to violations of internation¬ 
al humanitarian law. 

Gianni Magazzeni, head 
of the U.N. office’s branch 
that oversees Ukraine, told 
reporters in Geneva that all 
governments must respect 
“the presumption of inno¬ 
cence of civilians.” 

“There is an increase in the 
use of heavy weaponry in 
areas that are basically sur¬ 
rounded by public build¬ 
ings,” he said. “All interna¬ 
tional law needs to be ap¬ 
plied and fully respected.”

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Deal reached in Congress on VA funding

WASHINGTON - House 
and Senate leaders have 
agreed to a compromise 
on legislation that would 
allocate $17 billion to re¬ 
form the beleaguered De¬ 
partment of Veterans Af¬ 
fairs' health care system. 

If it is approved by the 
full House and Senate this 
week, the agreement 
would end a lengthy stand¬ 
off over the funding that at 
times looked to imperil any 
possible deal. 

The bill, which is expected 
to be approved by a con¬ 
gressional conference on 
Monday and then voted 
on by both chambers be¬ 
fore a recess begins on Fri¬ 
day, provides $10 billion to 
allow veterans facing long 
wait times at agency facili¬ 
ties to obtain private medi¬ 
cal care. 

That money would also 
pay for private care for 
veterans who live more 
than 40 miles away from a 
VA facility. 

In addition, $5 billion would 
pay in part for the hiring of 
new doctors and nurses to 
drive down patient wait 


times. The delays became 
a political scandal for the 
Obama administration this 
spring and led to the resig¬ 


nation of the secretary of 
Veterans Affairs, Eric Shin- 
seki, in May. 

“Funding for veterans’ 
needs must be considered 
a cost of war and appropri¬ 
ated as emergency spend¬ 
ing," Sen.

White House: US, 
EU to impose new 
Russia sanctions 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

United States and Europe¬ 
an Union plan to impose 
new sanctions against 
Russia this week, includ¬ 
ing penalties targeting 
key sectors of the Russian 
economy, the White House 
said Monday. 

The show of Western soli¬ 
darity comes as the U.S. 
accuses Russia of ramp¬ 
ing up its troop presence 
on its border with Ukraine 
and shipping more heavy 
weaponry to pro-Moscow 
separatists in eastern Ukrai¬ 
nian cities. 

President Barack Obama 
and the leaders of Britain, 
Germany, France and Italy 
discussed the crisis during 
a rare joint video telecon¬ 
ference on Monday. The 
discussion follows days of 
bilateral talks on how to 
implement tougher sanc¬ 
tions after the downing of 
a passenger jet in eastern 
Ukraine, an attack the U.S. 
says was carried out by the 
separatists. The U.S. and Eu¬ 
ropean sanctions are likely 
to target Russia’s energy, 
arms and financial sectors. 
The EU is also weighing the 
prospect of levying penal¬ 
ties on individuals close to 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin, who appears to only 
be deepening Russia’s role 
in destabilizing Ukraine. 

“It’s precisely because 
we’ve not yet seen a stra¬ 
tegic turn from Putin that 
we believe it’s absolutely 
essential to take additional 
measures, and that’s what 
the Europeans and the 
United States intend to do 
this week," said Tony Blink- 
en, Obama’s deputy na¬ 
tional security adviser. 
Europe, which has a stron¬ 
ger trade relationship with 
Russia than the U.S., has 
lagged behind Washing¬ 
ton with its earlier sanctions 
package, in part out of 
concern from leaders that 
the penalties could have 
a negative impact on their 
own economies. But a 
spokesman for British Prime 
Minister David Cameron 
said following Monday’s 
call that the West agreed 
that the EU should move 
a “strong package of sec¬ 
toral sanctions as swiftly as

Slain family of 5 was murder-suicide, police say

SACO, Maine (AP) — A 

maintenance worker with 
financial problems killed 
his wife and three children 
with a shotgun, then com¬ 
mitted suicide, over the 
weekend in what state po¬ 
lice called one of the worst 
cases of domestic violence 
in Maine history, investiga¬ 
tors said Monday. 

Joel Smith presented a 
friendly face at the 61-unit 
apartment complex where 
he worked. But he was hav¬ 
ing domestic and financial 
problems, and his wife told 
a family friend that he had 
recently threatened to kill 
himself, police said. 

The family had moved 
from Arizona about two 
years ago because of the 
sour economy, said Smith’s 
mother, Jerys Caruthers- 
Thorpe, of Scottsdale, Ari¬ 
zona. "I know something 
had to have snapped be¬ 
cause Joel never would 
have done that in his right 
mind," she said. 

Heather Smith, 35, was shot 
along with the couple's 
4-year-old daughter, Lily, in 
the parents' bed, said Sgt. 


Christopher Harriman, a 
state police detective. Joel 
Smith’s body was found on 
the floor nearby, the shot¬ 
gun by his side, Harriman 
said. 

The boys, 12-year-old Ja¬ 
son Montez and 7-year-old 
Noah Montez, were found 
dead in their separate 
bedrooms, Harriman said. 
No suicide note was found. 
But investigators said the 
wife told a family friend 
Saturday night before the 
shooting that Joel Smith 
recently had threatened 
suicide by holding a gun 
to his head about a week 
earlier. The friend later 
contacted an apartment 
complex worker to express 
concerns about the fam¬ 
ily’s well-being, leading to 
the discovery Sunday, po¬ 
lice said. 

The case underscores the 
importance of taking sui¬ 
cide threats seriously, espe¬ 
cially in light of a report by 
the Maine Domestic Abuse 
Homicide Review Panel 
that showed 66 percent of 
domestic homicide perpe¬ 
trators had previously ex¬ 
hibited suicidal behavior, 
said Maine Attorney Gen-

eral Janet Mills. 

“Telling your boyfriend or 
girlfriend, ‘I can’t live with¬ 
out you,’ can quickly cross 
from the innocuous to the 
devastating,” she said.

CA governor takes dig at Texas guard plan

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Cali¬ 
fornia Gov. Jerry Brown 
took a not-so-subtle dig at 
Texas’ decision to deploy 
National Guard troops to 
the border, saying Monday 
he expects it to be a short¬ 
lived measure and that 
“wiser minds will prevail.”

American youths at the 
border should be seen as a 
humanitarian issue.

of unaccompanied chil¬ 
dren attempting to cross 
the border, coming mainly 
from Honduras, Guatema¬ 
la and El Salvador. 

Meade said he and Brown 
agree that the use of law- 
enforcement or military 
agencies “is never justified 
in cases where children are 
concerned” unless they 
are providing medical or 
logistical aid. 

Texas Gov. Rick Perry, a 
Republican, announced 


a decision last week to 
deploy up to 1,000 Na¬ 
tional Guard troops to the 
Texas-Mexico border over 
the next month to com¬ 
bat what he said were 
criminals exploiting a surge 
of children pouring into 
the U.S. illegally.

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Paid leave encourages female employees to stay

A mysterious fact that 
economists are wrestling 
with is that the percent¬ 
age of women in the U.S. 
who are working or want 
to work has been declin¬ 
ing, after a decades-long 
climb. 

The drop is small (and less 
dramatic than the de¬ 
cline of men in the labor 
force) but is contributing 
to a dip in overall labor 
force participation, which 
policymakers see as an 
impediment to economic 
recovery. 

A series of changes helped 
women enter the work¬ 
force in the last three de¬ 
cades of the 20th century, 
including the Civil Rights 
Act, the earned-income 
tax credit, the birth control 
pill and technology in the 
home. But then participa¬ 
tion began to drop - even 
as women in some cases 
became more qualified 
workers than men (women 
earn 59 percent of higher 
education degrees, for in¬ 
stance). 

Stalled policy goes a long 
way toward explaining 
why women stop work¬

ing, and new approaches 
could help women com¬ 
plete the decades-long 
transition into the labor 
force. One of the most 
powerful tools would be 
to mandate policies like 
paid leave, according 
to a report published this 
month by the White House 
Council of Economic Ad¬ 
visers. 


In the last decade, the 
report points out, other 
developed countries ad¬ 
opted a variety of policies 
to help working parents, 
like paid family leave, 
subsidized child care and 
support for part-time work. 
The U.S., meanwhile, did 
very little, which is why it 
no longer leads European 
countries in female labor 
force participation. 

"It’s sort of a no-brainer to 
think about it: If you don’t 
have child care, you’re 
going to have fewer wom¬ 
en in the labor force,” 
said Betsey Stevenson, a 
member of the Council of 
Economic Advisers who is 


on leave as an econom¬ 
ics and public policy pro¬ 
fessor at the University of 
Michigan. 

The U.S. is the only devel¬ 
oped country not to offer 
paid maternity leave as 
part of federal policy. Just 
59 percent of workers say 
their employers offer them 
paid leave, according to 
the council. 

That may be affecting 
American competitive¬ 
ness. Family-friendly poli¬ 
cies in other countries 
explain nearly a third of 
the decrease in women’s 
labor force participation 
relative to those countries 
between 1990 and 2010, 


according to a 2013 study 
by Francine D. Blau and 
Lawrence M. Kahn of Cor¬ 
nell University. 

After California became 
the first state to offer paid 
parental leave, new moth¬ 
ers were more likely to re¬ 
turn to work, according to 
a study by Maya Rossin- 
Slater and Jane Waldfo- 
gel of Columbia University 
and Christopher J. Ruhm 
of the University of Virginia. 
One to three years later, 
mothers of small children 
were working more and 
at higher incomes. Paid 
leave provides job con¬ 
tinuity, economists say, 
so women are less likely 
to leave the labor force. 
Paid leave is particularly 
important for low-income 
mothers, who more than 
doubled their maternity 
leaves in California. 

“When people have paid 
leave, it just gives them a 
path back to work, where¬ 
as when they drop out of 
the labor force and stop 
working in order to take a 
leave with a young child, 
they come back slower,” 
Stevenson said. 

Google is another real- 
world case study. Post¬ 
partum women were 
leaving the company at 
a rate twice that of other 
employees. So Google 
expanded its maternity 
leave to five months fully 
paid from three months 
partly paid. Attrition de¬ 
creased by 50 percent.□ 


Tyson to sell Mexico, Brazil poultry operations 


SPRINGDALE, Ark. (AP) — 

Tyson Foods plans to sell 
its poultry businesses in 
Mexico and Brazil for $575 
million in cash to help pay 
debt from its recently an¬ 
nounced acquisition of Hill- 
shire Brands. The Springda¬ 
le, Arkansas, meat proces¬ 
sor said Monday that it still 
plans to expand its interna¬ 
tional operations, especial¬ 
ly in Asia, but the business¬ 
es it will sell didn’t have the 
scale to gain leading posi¬ 
tions in their markets. Tyson 
made the announcement 
the same day it reported 
fiscal third-quarter earnings 
that climbed more than 4 
percent but missed analyst 
expectations. 


Tyson Foods Inc. said it ex¬ 
pects the sale of its Mexico 
and Brazil operations to 
JBS SA will be completed 
by the end of the year. 
JBS SA is the parent of JBS 
USA Holdings Inc., which 
owns Pilgrim’s Pride. Ty¬ 
son’s Mexicanbusiness will 
be acquired through Pil¬ 
grim’s Pride. Tyson’s Mex¬ 
ico and Brazil operations 
employ more than 10,000 
people combined. Tyson 
said the new owners ex¬ 
pect to maintain all opera¬ 
tions and labor contracts in 
both countries. 

Also on Monday, Tyson said 
its third-quarter earnings 
climbed to $260 million, or 
73 cents per share, from 


$249 million, or 68 cents per 
share, in the same quarter 
a year earlier. Adjusted 
earnings totaled 75 cents 
per share, which missed 
average analyst expecta¬ 
tions of 83 cents per share, 
according to Zacks Invest¬ 
ment Research. 

Revenue climbed 11 per¬ 
cent to $9.68 billion. 

Tyson, which employs 
about 115,000 people 
globally, said last week 
it would close three U.S. 
plants that have struggled 
financially. Those plants 
are located in Cherokee, 
Iowa; Buffalo, New York; 
and Santa Teresa, New 
Mexico. They employ a to¬ 
tal of 950 workers.□

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American companies increasingly fish for growth overseas

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Major U.S. companies are 
starting to reap their most 
rapid growth in fertile lands 
of opportunity far from 
home. 

Technology trendsetters 
Apple Inc., Google Inc., 
Facebook Inc. and Netflix 
Inc. all mined foreign coun¬ 
tries to produce earnings 
or revenue that exceeded 
analysts’ projections in their 
latest quarters. Prodded by 
the steadily rising demand 
for Internet access and on¬ 
line services in developing 
countries, these technolo¬ 
gy companies will likely be 
wading even deeper into 
overseas markets for years 
to come. 

“The philosophy is to start 
your growth in the states 
and then take your fight 
overseas,” says BGC Fi¬ 
nancial analyst Colin Gillis. 
“That's what the big guys 
are doing." 

The intensifying interna¬ 
tional focus extends be¬ 
yond technology. Centu¬ 
ry-old companies such as 
Coca-Cola Co. and Ford 
Motor Co. also are hoping 
to make more money in 
countries including China 
and India. 

Few U.S. industries are tying 
their fortunes to overseas 
markets as aggressively 
as the technology sector, 
where new sources of reve¬ 
nue are often just a matter 
of equipping people with a 
computing device and an 
Internet connection. 
Soaring sales of iPhones in 
China, Russia, India and 
Brazil during the April-June 
period helped Apple over¬ 
come softening demand 
for the device in the U.S. 
and Europe, where con¬ 
sumers seem to be more 
interested in waiting for the 
autumn release of a new 
iPhone that’s expected to 


feature a larger screen. 
Google generated 58 per¬ 
cent of its revenue outside 
the U.S. in its second quar¬ 
ter, the highest level yet for 
the Internet’s most power¬ 
ful company. 

Facebook already gets 
55 percent of its revenue 
overseas, and the growth 


in those markets is outpac¬ 
ing by what’s happening in 
the U.S. The social network¬ 
ing service has attracted 
1.1 billion users in foreign 
markets versus 200 million in 
the U.S. and Canada. 
Netflix’s Internet video ser¬ 
vice added 1.1 million in¬ 
ternational subscribers, 
nearly doubling the num¬ 
ber it gained in the U.S dur¬ 
ing the April-June quarter. 
The company expects the 
trend to continue as Netflix 
enters six more European 
markets, including France 
and Germany, in Septem¬ 
ber. 

Corporate profits will prob¬ 
ably need to keep rising to 
sustain the U.S. stock mar¬ 


ket’s record-breaking run. 
The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index has already climbed 
nearly 8 percent this year, 
well ahead of its average 
pace historically, while an¬ 
alysts expect earnings to in¬ 
crease 8 percent this year. 
Low interest rates and an 
improving economy have 


helped to create a climate 
of optimism, said Brad Mc¬ 
Millan, chief investment 
officer at Commonwealth 
Financial. 

“Everything is going well 
right now,” McMillan said. 
“That’s what’s driving the 
market up.” 

Like many other money 
managers, McMillan isn’t 
convinced companies will 
be able to live up to inves¬ 
tors’ high hopes. 

Overall sales have been 
slow, and profit margins are 
at record levels after years 
of cost-cutting. Those fac¬ 
tors will make it tougher for 
companies to find ways to 
ratchet their earnings even 
higher. 


The natural response for 
many companies? Look 
abroad because that’s 
where most of the poten¬ 
tial customers are. The U.S. 
population accounts for 
less than 5 percent of the 
world’s roughly 7.2 billion 
people. 

The U.S., though, still boasts 


the world’s largest econo¬ 
my with a mass market of 
consumers who can afford 
more products and ser¬ 
vices than most other parts 
of the world. That means 
growth in other countries, 
especially in markets out¬ 
side of Europe, Japan and 
South Korea, often isn’t as 
lucrative as it is in the U.S. 
Apple, which has always 
demanded premium pric¬ 
es, is discovering this as it 
sells more devices overseas. 
For instance, the iPhone’s 
average selling price fell to 
$561 in Apple’s most recent 
quarter, a 3 percent drop 
from a year ago and a 13 
percent decline from $647 
two years ago. 


Google’s growth in foreign 
markets outside Europe 
is one of the reasons that 
the company’s average 
advertising prices have 
been falling for nearly three 
years. 

Advertisers so far haven’t 
been willing to pay as 
much to peddle their wares 
to consumers who don’t 
have as much disposable 
income as people in the 
U.S. 

Facebook is experiencing 
a similar phenomenon. The 
company reaped an aver¬ 
age of $6.44 per user in the 
U.S. and Canada during the 
second quarter, compared 
with just $2.84 per user in Eu¬ 
rope, $1.08 per user in Asia 
and 86 cents per user in the 
rest of the world. 

Although the company 
remains profitable overall, 
Netflix still isn’t making mon¬ 
ey on an international ex¬ 
pansion that began nearly 
four years ago. The com¬ 
pany’s international losses 
have exceeded $800 mil¬ 
lion so far, with more likely 
to come with the move 
into France and Germany 
looming. 

Most publicly held compa¬ 
nies are willing to endure 
short-term financial pain in 
return for what they expect 
will be a long-term gain in 
growth. That’s one of the 
reasons Ford Motor is build¬ 
ing four plants in China and 
two in India. By 2020, the 
automaker hopes Asia Pa¬ 
cific and the Middle East 
will account for one-third 
of its sales. The regions ac¬ 
counted for 22 percent 
of Ford’s sales in the latest 
quarter. 

Coca-Cola is looking 
abroad for growth largely 
because it’s becoming 
tougher for beverage mak¬ 
ers to increase revenue in a 
U.S. market already awash 
in soda and other refresh¬ 
ments. □

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Fighting in Ukraine prompts residents to flee 


AP: Air Algerie 
jet’s black boxes 
arrive in France

PARIS (AP) — The remains 
of the 118 victims from 
the Algerian passenger jet 
that went down in Mali last 
week have been “pulver¬ 
ized,” making identification 
extremely difficult, French 
Foreign Minister Laurent Fa- 
bius said Monday. 

The two black boxes, 
which were quickly found, 
arrived in France on Mon¬ 
day and six engineers are 
already working on them, 
Transport Minister Frederic 
Cuvillier said. 

Analysis of the data and 
voice recorders will be pre¬ 
cious in trying to determine 
why the Air Algerie flight 
fell from the sky last Thurs¬ 
day. However, it was not 
immediately clear whether 
the boxes were in decent 
enough shape to be read. 
French authorities say ex¬ 
tremely bad weather was 
the likely cause, but rule 
out nothing. 

Victims from 15 countries 
were aboard the aircraft, 
leased by Air Algerie from 
the Spanish company 
Swiftair, and 54 of the pas¬ 
sengers were from France 
— nearly half. Mali heads 
up the investigation, but 
France is taking a leading 
role and the identification 
of victims will take place 
there. 

Fabius said the pilot of the 
MD-83 had asked to turn 
back after telling the con¬ 
trol tower he wanted to 
change route due to the 
weather — the first time an 
official said the pilot want¬ 
ed to abandon the trip 
from Ougadougou, Burki¬ 
na Faso, to Algiers, Algeria. 
Fabius reiterated that “it is 
too soon to (say with) cer¬ 
titude” why the aircraft 
went down some 50 min¬ 
utes after takeoff. □

“Mom, hang in there," 
exclaimed a weeping 
woman who was fleeing 
Shakhtarsk with her mother. 
Associated Press reporters 
saw a high-rise apartment 
block in the town being hit 
by at least two rounds of ar¬ 
tillery. 

The fighting there and else¬ 
where in the area kept 
Dutch and Australian po¬ 
lice for the second day from 
reaching the site where the 
plane crashed after being 
shot from the sky. They had 


planned to begin search¬ 
ing for remaining bodies 
and gathering forensic 
evidence and the delay 
strained tempers among in¬ 
ternational observers. 
“There is a job to be done," 
said Alexander Hug, the 
deputy head of a monitor¬ 
ing team from the Organi¬ 
zation for Security and Co¬ 


operation in Europe. “We 
are sick and tired of being 
interrupted by gunfghts, 
despite the fact that we 
have agreed that there 
should be a ceasefire.” 

The plane was downed 
on July 17 while flying over 
a part of eastern Ukraine 
where government forces 
and pro-Russia separatist 
rebels have been fighting 
for months. Ukrainian and 
Western officials say the 
plane was shot down by 
a rebel missile, most likely 
by mistake, and that Rus¬ 
sia supplied the weapon or 
trained rebels to use it. Both 
the rebels and Moscow 
deny that. 


A Ukrainian official said 
Monday that data from the 
recovered flight recorders 
show that Malaysia Airlines 
Flight 17 crashed due to a 
massive, explosive loss of 
pressure after being punc¬ 
tured multiple times by 
shrapnel. Andriy Lysenko, 
spokesman for Ukraine's 
national security council,

said the plane suffered 
“massive explosive decom¬ 
pression” after it was hit by 
fragments he said came 
from a missile. 

There were signs that gov¬ 
ernment forces were gain¬ 
ing some ground in their 
fght with the rebels. 
Ukraine’s Defense Ministry 
said Ukrainian troops en¬ 
tered Shakhtarsk, although 
checkpoints blocking the 
western entrance into town 
remain under rebel con¬ 
trol. It also said fighting was 
taking place in Snizhne, 
which lies directly south of 
the crash site, and in other 
towns in the east. 
Meanwhile rebels in 


Donetsk said on Twitter that 
fghting took place in the 
village of Rozsypne, where 
some of the wreckage still 
lays strewn and uncollect¬ 
ed. 

A rebel military leader, Igor 
Ivanov, told Russian state 
news agency RIA-Novosti 
that the village had fallen 
into government hands, 
but that information could 
not immediately be con¬ 
firmed. 

And in a possible indication 
of sagging morale within 
the rebels’ ranks, the dep¬ 
uty leader of the rebels in 
Donetsk announced Mon¬ 
day that his immediate su¬ 
perior, Alexander Borodai, 
had left for Russia. Viktor 
Antyufeyev, who is a Rus¬ 
sian national like Borodai, 
said he will take over as the 
separatist government’s 
acting prime minister. 

The rising loss of life was 
underlined by a report re¬ 
leased Monday by the Unit¬ 
ed Nations. 

The U.N. High Commissioner 
for Human Rights said that 
at least 1,129 people have 
been killed between mid- 
April, when fighting began, 
and July 26. The report said 
at least 3,442 people had 
been wounded and more 
than 100,000 people had 
left their homes. A U.N. re¬ 
port from mid-June put the 
death toll at 356. 

Navi Pillay, the U.N.’s top 
human rights official, also 
called fora quick investiga¬ 
tion into the downing of the 
plane, which she said may 
be a war crime. 

The U.N. said rebel groups 
continue to “abduct, de¬ 
tain, torture and execute 
people kept as hostages 
in order to intimidate” the 
population in the east. It 
said rule of law had col¬ 
lapsed in the rebel-held 
areas and that 812 people 
had been abducted in the 
Donetsk and Luhansk re¬ 
gions since mid-AprilO

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Oil depot ablaze amid clashes in Libyan capital

CAIRO (AP) — A fire at the 
oil depot for the airport in 
Libya’s capital raged out 
of control Monday after 
being struck in the cross¬ 
fire of warring militias bat¬ 
tling for control of the air¬ 
field, the latest violence to 
plague the country as for¬ 
eigners flee the chaos. 
Libya’s interim government 
said in a statement that 
the fire could trigger a “hu¬ 
manitarian and environ¬ 
mental disaster" in Tripoli, 
appealing for “internation¬ 
al help” to extinguish the 
inferno. It did not say what 
it specifically needed. 

The blaze had spread to a 
second depot by Monday 
afternoon, the govern¬ 
ment said. It was unclear 
if there were any injuries 
from the fire. 

“The government appeals 
to all concerned parties to 
immediately stop firing as 
the situation has become 
very grave," the govern¬ 
ment said. 

Libyan television stations 
called on residents to 
evacuate areas within 
a 5-kilometer (3-mile) ra¬ 
dius of the airport. Many 
Libyan families scrambled 


to leave. Black smoke bil¬ 
lowed over the Tripoli sky¬ 
line.

Jong Un’s most talked- 
about pet projects — a 
campaign to transform the 
country into a haven for 
tourism. That may seem far¬ 
fetched, since internation¬ 
al sanctions over North Ko¬ 
rea’s nuclearweapons pro¬ 
gram have severely limited 
trade, and infrastructure 
and security restrictions 
make travel in the coun¬ 
try difficult. For now, most 
beachgoers in Wonsan are 
locals — honeymooners. 


families with small children 
or college students taking 
a break from their studies. 
But North Korea is targeting 
places like Wonsan for de¬ 
velopment projects — its 
new luxury ski resort at Ma- 
sik Pass is just a short drive 
away — by creating spe¬ 
cial tourism zones across 
the country to accommo¬ 
date foreign guests.

HK democracy 
news site folds, 
citing pressure 

HONG KONG (AP) — A pop¬ 
ular Hong Kong pro-democ¬ 
racy website has closed, cit¬ 
ing political pressure, the lat¬ 
est sign of mounting tensions 
as the semiautonomous Chi¬ 
nese city braces for a pos¬ 
sible shutdown of its financial 
center by activists fighting 
Beijing's desire to limit demo¬ 
cratic reforms. 

In a letter posted on the 
House News website over 
the weekend, one of the 
site's founders said he and 
his family were “terrified” by 
Hong Kong's political atmo¬ 
sphere. 

“To act like a normal citizen, 
a normal media outlet and 
to do something right for so¬ 
ciety is not easy, it's even ter¬ 
rifying," said Tony Tsoi. “The 
ongoing political struggle 
makes people very anxious.” 
He said a number of democ¬ 
racy advocates had been 
followed and smeared. Ten¬ 
sions are soaring as Hong 
Kong becomes increasingly 
divided over democratic re¬ 
form. Hundreds of thousands 
of people took to the streets 
this month to press for full de¬ 
mocracy, while Beijing and 
the Hong Kong government 
insist candidates for the city's 
top leader should be chosen 
by a committee. Activists 
have alarmed Beijing with a 
plan to rally 10,000 people 
to blockade the city's finan¬ 
cial district if authorities fail 
to come up with reforms in 
coming months that meet 
international standards. 

Tsoi, a businessman, found¬ 
ed the site with three oth¬ 
ers in July 2012, in time 
to campaign against a 
government plan to intro¬ 
duce “moral and national 
education” in schools that 
many saw as pro-Beijing

LAHORE, Pakistan - A wom¬ 
an and two of her young 
granddaughters were 
burned to death Sunday 
night in the eastern city of 
Gujranwala after a mem¬ 
ber of their Ahmadi minor¬ 
ity sect was accused of 
posting a blasphemous 
picture to Facebook, the 
police said. 

The mob of roughly 1,000 
people began rampaging 
through an Ahmadi neigh¬ 
borhood after being alert¬ 
ed to the photo, setting 
houses on fire and injuring 
at least eight other people, 
according to the police. 
Ahmadis belong to a re¬ 
form sect rooted in Islam, 
but under Pakistani law 
they are forbidden to iden¬ 
tify themselves as Muslim. 
They come under frequent 
attack, and have often 
been targeted under Paki¬ 
stan’s harsh blasphemy 
laws. The blasphemy accu¬ 
sation was brought against 
Aqib Saleem, an 18-year- 
old Ahmadi man who was 
alleged to have uploaded 
a picture of the Kaaba, 
the sacred shrine in Mec¬ 


ca toward which Muslims 
turn when they pray, with 
a seminude white woman 
sitting on top. Officials said 
that a Muslim friend of Sal¬ 
eem’s, Saddam Hussein, 
18, noticed the Facebook 
post and alerted others in 
the neighborhood. Soon, a 
crowd of about 400, includ¬ 
ing some Muslim clerics, 
reached a nearby police 
station and urged the po¬ 
lice to register a blasphemy 
case. Meanwhile, the larg¬ 
er mob began rampaging 
around Ahmadi houses in 
the Arfat neighborhood of 
Gujranwala, an industrial 
city in Punjab province. 
Ahmadi community lead¬ 
ers accuse the police of 
looking the other way while 
the violent mob ransacked 
property, obstructed a fire 
brigade truck and threw 
stones at ambulances on 
their way to the scene. At 
least eight houses were set 
on fire. 

As the flames spread, Bush- 
ra Bibi, 55, and two of her 
granddaughters, one just 7, 
were trapped in their house 
and died of smoke inhala¬ 
tion, officials said. Another 
Ahmadi woman, who was 


seven months’ pregnant, 
had a miscarriage. 

A police official said cases 
were registered against 400 
attackers. “They looted ev¬ 
erything and did not even 
leave windows behind,” a 
police official said. 

“They are killing innocent 


people over fabricated is¬ 
sues,” said Salimuddin, a lo¬ 
cal Ahmadi spokesman. He 
claimed that the accused 
teenager’s Facebook pass¬ 
word had been stolen, and 
that someone offensively 
edited the picture of the 
holy Muslim site. 


Attacks against religious 
minorities have become 
a norm in Pakistan, where 
Islamic extremist groups 
have been operating more 
openly than ever and have 
been able to harass and 
kill minorities with near-total 
impunity.□

Rights group: Torture in Brazil still a problem

SAO PAULO (AP) — Torture 
remains a serious problem 
in Brazil despite govern¬ 
ment efforts to curb it, a 
leading human rights group 
said Monday. 

The New York-based Hu¬ 
man Rights Watch said in 
an emailed statement that 
it found evidence showing 
that since 2010, security 
forces and prison authori¬ 
ties practiced cruel and in¬ 
humane treatment against 
64 people in their custody. 
The group said more than 
150 police officers and pris¬ 
on guards were involved in 
torture and cruel treatment 
inside detention centers, 
police stations and vehicles 
in the states of Sao Paulo, 
Rio de Janeiro, Bahia, Es- 
pirito Santo and Parana. 
Ideli Salvatti, head of the 
government’s Human 
Rights Secretariat, wel¬ 
comed the group’s obser¬ 
vations. 


“They helped to spotlight 
what we have been saying 
for years — that because 
of many factors like 300 
years of slavery and sev¬ 
eral military dictatorships, 
torture has unfortunately 
become an acceptable 
and ingrained practice in 
our country,” Salvatti said 
by telephone 

She also praised the report 
for recognizing the 2013 
law creating a National 
Mechanism to Prevent and 
Combat Torture. 

Human Rights Watch said 
that the abuses often oc¬ 
cur in the first 24 hours of 
police custody and that 
detainees typically must 
wait three or more months 
before they see a judge to 
whom they can directly re¬ 
port the abuse. 

It urged the Senate to ap¬ 
prove a measure that 
would ensure that suspects 
appear before a judge 
within 24 hours of their ar¬ 
rest to enable any victims 


of torture to report abuses 
when evidence of their mis¬ 
treatment is still fresh. The 
law also would help pre¬ 
vent confessions obtained 
through torture from being 
used in court, it added. 

The statement quotes Ma¬ 
ria Laura Canineu, Brazil 
Human Rights Watch direc¬ 
tor, as saying: “As long as 
detainees wait months to 
see a judge, they’re far less 
likely to report what they’ve 
suffered — and by then, 
the physical evidence may 
well have disappeared.” 
The group said official data 
suggest “impunity in cases 
of serious abuses by police 
and prison guards is the 
norm." 

Between January 2011 and 
July 2013, it said, Sao Paulo 
law enforcement officials 
received 122 complaints of 
torture, bodily injury, and ill- 
treatment, “none of which 
have resulted in sanctions 
against the police officers 
involved. "□

AP: Abu Sayyaf 
kills 21 Filipinos 
in road attacks

MANILA, Philippines (AP) 

— Abu Sayyaf gunmen 
attacked Filipino civilians 
traveling to celebrate the 
end of Ramadan with their 
families on Monday, kill¬ 
ing 21, including at least 
six children, in a brazen 
road attack that was the 
bloodiest in recent years 
by the violent militant 
group, police and military 
officials said. Eleven other 
civilians were wounded as 
the group traveled in two 
vans in a coastal village in 
Talipao town in predomi¬ 
nantly Muslim Sulu prov¬ 
ince, where the militants 
have survived in jungle 
camps despite years of 
U.S.-backed Philippine mili¬ 
tary offensives. About 40 
to 50 Abu Sayyaf militants 
armed with assault rifles 
opened fire on the vans, 
marine Brig. Gen. Martin 
Pinto and other military 
officials said. The motive 
was not immediately clear, 
but Pinto said some of the 
dead belonged to a civil¬ 
ian security force and were 
engaged in a clan feud 
with the Abu Sayyaf. 
Violent clan wars, known 
as “rido,” have complicat¬ 
ed security worries in the 
country’s south, which is 
already mired in decades- 
long Muslim rebellions. 
Officials said they were pur¬ 
suing the militants after the 
attack, but there’s no word 
yet if any of them have 
been killed or captured. 
Among those killed in the 
attack were at least four 
members of a Talipao ci¬ 
vilian security force called 
Barangay Police Action 
Team that has been help¬ 
ing the military fight the 
jungle-based militants in 
recent months, Pinto said. 
Armed forces spokes¬ 
man Lt. Col. Ramon Zagala 
condemned “this heinous 
atrocity that victimized in¬ 
nocent civilians,” adding 
that the military “will con¬ 
tinue its pursuit operations 
until those responsible are 
brought to justice.” “This 
attack cannot be justified 
by any ideology and shows 
the Abu Sayyaf s terroristic 
nature,” Zagala said.Q

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Judge OKs 
record- 
setting $2 
billion sale of 
Clippers

LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 

judge ruled against Los An¬ 
geles Clippers owner Don¬ 
ald Sterling on Monday in 
his attempt to block the $2 
billion sale of the Los Ange¬ 
les Clippers to former Mi¬ 
crosoft CEO Steve Ballmer. 
In the ruling, Superior Court 
Judge Michael Levanas 
sided with Sterling’s es¬ 
tranged wife Shelly Sterling, 
who burst into tears when 
the ruling was announced. 
“I can’t believe it’s over. I 
feel good," she said. 

Shelly Sterling negotiated 
the sale of the team after 
the 80-year-old billionaire 
was banned by the NBA 
for making offensive re¬ 
marks about blacks. 

She sought approval from 
a probate judge for the 
deal she struck after re¬ 
moving her husband from 
the trust that owned the 
team when doctors found 
he had signs of Alzheimer’s 
disease and couldn’t man¬ 
age his affairs. 

Donald Sterling claimed his 
wife deceived him about 
the medical exams. 

He later revoked the trust 
after she negotiated the 
record-setting sales price 
and his lawyers argued 
that the move killed the 
deal. They said the case 
didn’t belong in probate 
court because the trust 
had been dissolved. 

The ruling in Los Angeles 
County Superior Court is 
unlikely to put an end to 
the bizarre saga that be¬ 
gan in April when a re¬ 
cording surfaced of Ster¬ 
ling scolding his young 
girlfriend for bringing black 
men to Clippers games.

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Recovered from illness, Serena ready for return

STANFORD, California (AP) 
— Serena Williams finally 
realized what happened 
days later, when she was 
allowed to get out of bed. 
Williams said she was bare¬ 
ly aware of how sick she 
was as she tried to play 
through a viral infection 
that caused her to lose 
equilibrium during a wom¬ 
en’s doubles match with 
sister Venus at Wimbledon. 
It was only later, when 
she was able to clear her 
head, that she realized the 
seriousness of her situation. 
“It was interesting and I 
was scared after,” Williams 
said. 

“I didn’t realize how I felt 
until later. In the moment 
I didn’t realize how sick I 
was. It’s weird but that’s

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the fght in me. I never 
know when to say when." 
She would have continued 
had not Venus insisted she 
get off the court. 

“She kept saying, ‘walk off 
the court, I’m the older sis¬ 
ter and I say you have to 
leave.”' Williams said. “I’m 
feeling really good right 
now and I'm happy to be 
here." 

Williams said she will under¬ 
go a series of tests at the 
end of the season. 

“I was really ill,” she said. 
“I got to thinking about a 
lot of things and because 
of family history, I’ll get the 
tests done and we’ll go 
from there.” 

Williams apparently ex¬ 
pected to play in Bastad 
the following week until her 
mother nixed the idea. 
Doctors wouldn’t let her 
leave her room, so she 
got some much-needed 
rest before resuming a full 
schedule that included a 
working vacation and a 
movie shoot. 

“I was going to stay in Eu¬ 
rope and play in the tour¬ 
nament,” she said. “Going 
to Croatia was unexpect¬ 
ed. I’m glad I went. It was 
so pretty.” 

Williams’ long-time hit¬ 
ting partner Sascha Bajin 
suggested the trip, telling 
her “there are more ten¬ 
nis courts than people 
there. And there were ten¬ 


nis courts everywhere you 
looked.” 

She practiced in the morn¬ 
ing and took it easy the rest 
of the day. 

“I was running and swim¬ 
ming and jumping in the 
ocean,” Williams said. “I 
tried to stay away from the 
sharks. 

That’s pretty good moti¬ 
vation. I didn’t want to be 
eaten by sharks." 

Williams maintained that 
after three days in bed, 
she had already moved 
on and stopped thinking 
about it. 

She also ignored internet 
rumors. 

Looking comfortable and 
relaxed, the world’s No. 1 
player said she’s ready to 
renew her pursuit of excel¬ 
lence on the court. 

Williams meets the Czech 
Republic’s Karolina Plis- 
kova on Wednesday in the 
second round of the Bank 
of West Classic. 

Pliskova beat Japan’s Kim- 
iko Date-Krumm, 6-1, 6-3, 
on Monday. 

“I’ve always felt good 
about this tournament and 
just being here,” she said. 
“This has always been a 
special place for me.” 

She used the Bank of the 
West to restart her career 
in 2011, recording her first 
WTA title in over a year. 
She was ranked No. 175 at 
the time and finished the 
year No. 12. 

Williams, who has ap¬ 
peared in numerous tele¬ 
vision shows, is shooting a 
movie in Toronto. “I don’t 
know if that’s supposed 
to be secret. I love doing 
films, I always have." 
Third-seeded Angelique 
Kerber watched Williams 
practice and doesn’t see 
anything wrong in her 
game.

Yet Lakers General Man¬ 
ager Mitch Kupchak and 
owners Jeanie and Jim Buss 
remained quiet Sunday, 
extending their strange 
coach-less summer to the 
final days of July. 

Sports website ESPN.com 
first reported Scott would 
take over the Lakers with a 
four-year, $17 million con¬ 
tract. 

Scott is undoubtedly quali¬ 
fied for the job after stints 
as a head coach with New 
Jersey, New Orleans and

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Gadget Watch: PadFone novel as phone-tablet hybrid

NEW YORK (AP) - Companies often blend old 
products to give you something new. 

This summer, AsusTek Computer Inc. claims 
you don't need both a phone and a tablet 

- as long as you get its new PadFone X. The 
PadFone works like any other phone and has 
a screen that measures 5 inches diagonally. 
When you want a tablet experience, you sim¬ 
ply slip the phone into a slot on the back of the 
tablet display, which is included. All the apps 
on the phone now work on the 9-inch tablet. 
The phone is what runs the tablet. Asus is bring¬ 
ing this concept to the U.S. for the first time. 

In some cases, apps switch to the tablet screen 
automatically, so you don't have to restart the 
video or reopen the mail app. In other cases, 
you'll have to close the app and reopen it af¬ 
ter attaching the phone to the tablet screen. 
For apps that have been optimized for tablets, 
the layout on the PadFone rearranges auto¬ 
matically to use the extra space. Yet it's fun¬ 
damentally a phone. You can make calls in 
tablet mode, using earphones or the device's 
speakerphones. 

- NICE PRICE: It's like buying a phone and get¬ 
ting a tablet for free. Available only through 
AT&T, the PadFone costs $550 without a con¬ 
tract, or about $100 cheaper than Apple’s 
iPhone 5s and Samsung's Galaxy S5. With a 
two-year service contract, it's the usual $200 
that most carriers charge for a high-end phone. 

- ADVANTAGES: Because the two parts count 
as one device, you don't need a second data 
plan, which typically runs $10 a month fora tab¬ 
let under AT&T's sharing plans. This setup also 
ensures that the tablet has cellular connectiv¬ 
ity. Many other tablets work only with Wi-Fi. 

In addition, you don't need to install apps 
twice. Whatever you get on your phone auto¬ 
matically appears on the tablet. You just pick 
up where you left oft whenever you switch, 
with no need to sync data or settings. 


- COMPROMISES: The phone on the back adds 
bulk to the tablet. It's about three-quarters of 
an inch at the center, where the phone slot 
is located. It's also heavy. The combination 
weighs nearly 1.5 pounds, compared with a 
pound for the iPad Air. 

- DO YOU NEED IT? I’m typically a fan of having 
multiple devices for different circumstances. 
Plere, you're getting extra thickness and weight 
in fusing the two gadgets. 

There's a case for the PadFone, though, if 


you're someone who uses a tablet only at 
home. You can carry the phone with you dur¬ 
ing the day and attach it to the tablet screen 
when you get home. You don't have to worry 
about what apps and data are on which de¬ 
vice. 

Asus could have gone further, though, making 
a range of tablet screens available. You might 
want a 7-inch screen for reading, but a 12-inch 
screen for video. Why not offer choices to mix 
and match?G 


Samsung postpones launch 
of Tizen smartphone

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — 

Samsung Electronics Co. 
said Monday it is delaying 
sales of its first Tizen-pow- 
ered smartphone in the 
latest setback to the com¬ 
pany’s ambition to create 
a mobile platform to rival 
Google’s Android or Ap¬ 
ple’s iOS. 

The South Korean com¬ 
pany had planned to start 
selling the phone, the Sam¬ 
sung Z, in Russia this quar¬ 
ter. But Samsung indicated 
that more time is needed 
to expand Tizen’s follow¬ 
ing of app developers and 
apps. 

In a brief statement, Sam¬ 


sung said the postpone¬ 
ment is to further enhance 
the Tizen “ecosystem," 
which encompasses devel¬ 
opers, consumers and de¬ 
vices using the mobile OS. 
The delay is a blow to Sam¬ 
sung’s push to reduce reli¬ 
ance on Google’s Android 
operating system, which 
powers Samsung’s Galaxy 
smartphones and tablets. 
It did not announce a new 
release date. 

About one third of smart¬ 
phones are made by Sam¬ 
sung, but this ubiquity has 
not resulted in popularity 
for Samsung’s app store 
which draws far fewer de¬ 
velopers and users than 
those of Apple or Google. 


The earlier sales plan for 
the Samsung Z was an¬ 
nounced in June at a 
developers conference 
in San Francisco. Then, 
Samsung showed off pro¬ 
totypes of the Samsung Z, 
featuring a 4.8-inch high 
definition display, a finger¬ 
print sensor for security and 
a slim, angular design. The 
prototype device received 
positive reviews for its fast 
speed for surfing the Inter¬ 
net and loading apps. 
Tizen, Samsung’s second 
attempt at building its own 
mobile software, has suf¬ 
fered years of delays. In 
January, Japan’s largest 
mobile carrier NTT DoCo¬ 
Mo reportedly put off its 


plan to sell Tizen handsets. 
Though smartphones 
based on Tizen are yet to 
hit shelves, Samsung has 
launched other products 
using the software in the 
last few months, including 
a smartwatch and a cam¬ 
era. It also had said Tizen 
will be used in TVs as well as 


in home appliances such 
as refrigerators. 

Flowever, a mobile device 
based on Tizen is a key 
product for attracting a 
substantial number of us¬ 
ers and developers who

During its current 
fiscal year, Wal-Mart plans 
to open 270 to 300 smaller 
outlets designed to cater 
to shoppers looking for 
more convenience.

Virgin 
America was founded in 
2004 but wasn’t approved 
for flying until the summer 
of 2007. The company has 
been unprofitable until last 
year, when it had earnings 
of $10.1 million. In recent 
years, the U.S. airline indus¬ 
try has posted record prof¬ 
its, while Virgin America 
has struggled. Since 2009 
it has lost about $407.5 mil¬ 
lion. Revenue in 2013 rose 
6.9 percent to $1.42 billion 
from $1.33 billion in 2012, 
according to the filling. 

The company licenses the 
Virgin brand name from 
the Virgin Group, which 
was started by business¬ 
man Sir Richard Branson. 
The Virgin Group’s parent 


company, VX FHoldings, 
has a 22.1 percent stake in 
Virgin America, according 
to the filing. 

Most of Virgin America’s 
executives have worked 
at larger airlines. CEO and 
President C. David Cush, 
who has led the compa¬ 
ny since 2007, worked at 
American Airlines for 20 
years. Senior Vice Presi¬ 
dent E. Frances Fiorillo 
came from Canadian Air¬ 
lines. Others have worked 
for Continental Airlines and 
Delta Air Lines. 

For the purpose of the fil¬ 
ing with the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, 
the company said it could 
raise as much as $115 mil¬ 
lion, but that number is like¬ 
ly to change. 

The company, which has 
its headquarters in Burlin¬ 
game, California, did not 
say when it expects the 
IPO to happen, how many 
shares it plans to offer, how 
much each share will cost 
or which exchange they 
will trade on.Q 


Zillow buying Trulia to build real estate titan

NEW YORK (AP) — Zillow 
and Trulia, two companies 
that changed the way 
people shop for homes, are 
combining. 

Real estate website opera¬ 
tor Zillow Inc. is buying its ri¬ 
val in a $3.5 billion deal that 
will make the biggest player 
in the online real estate in¬ 
formation market. 

Zillow will also become king 
of real estate listings avail¬ 
able on smartphones and 


tablets — the fastest grow¬ 
ing area for listings. Both Zil¬ 
low and Trulia were founded 
nearly a decade ago and 
have capitalized on Ameri¬ 
cans' increasing preference 
for researching purchases, 
including homes, online, 
rather than relying solely on 
a real estate agent. “It's a 
very sound business move 
by Zillow. They wiped out 
their closest competitor,” 
said Benchmark analyst 
Daniel Kurnos. According to 
Benchmark estimates, Zillow 


and Trulia are No. 1 and 2 in 
the online real estate mar¬ 
ket, followed by No. 3 Move 
Inc. Zillow reported nearly 83 
million monthly unique visi¬ 
tors in June. Trulia reported 
54 million. “We're moving 
away from word of mouth, 
or calling an agent to try to 
find a home,” Kurnos said. 
“Now people realize, 'Hey, 
I can go look for houses 
online, and use the Inter¬ 
net to start searching for a 
home."' Zillow, which de¬ 
buted in late 2004, became 


well known for its “Zesti- 
mate” housing price esti¬ 
mate for 100 million homes 
nationwide. The number is 
based on geographic data, 
user-submitted information 
and public records. Zillow 
says the “Zestimate” has a 
6.9 percent median error 
rate, and should be used as 
a starting point in determin¬ 
ing a home's value. 

Both Zillow, which went pub¬ 
lic in 2011 and Trulia, which 
had its stock market debut 
in 2012, offer similar infor¬ 


mation like neighborhood 
school and crime reports 
and mortgage calculators. 
Both Zillow and San Francis¬ 
co-based Trulia generate 
revenue through advertis¬ 
ing and subscription soft¬ 
ware and services sold to 
real estate agents. 

Trulia shareholders will re¬ 
ceive 0.444 shares of Zil¬ 
low common stock for 
each share they hold, and 
will own approximately 33 
percent of the combined 
company. □

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New fears about Ebola spread after plane scare

DAKAR, Senegal (AP) — 

No one knows for sure just 
how many people Patrick 
Sawyer came into contact 
with the day he boarded a 
flight in Liberia, had a stop¬ 
over in Ghana, changed 
planes in Togo, and then 
arrived in Nigeria, where 
authorities say he died 
days later from Ebola, one 
of the deadliest diseases 
known to man. 

Now health workers are 
scrambling to trace those 
who may have been ex¬ 
posed to Sawyer across 
West Africa, including flight 
attendants and fellow pas¬ 
sengers. 

Health experts say it is un¬ 
likely he could have infect¬ 
ed others with the virus that 
can cause victims to bleed 
from the eyes, mouth and 
ears. Still, unsettling ques¬ 
tions remain: How could a 
man whose sister recently 
died from Ebola manage 
to board a plane leaving 
the country? And worse: 
Could Ebola become the 
latest disease to be spread 
by international air travel?

has led to tighter screen¬ 
ing of airline passengers 
in West Africa, where an 
unprecedented outbreak 
that emerged in March 
has killed more than 670 
people in Guinea, Sierra 
Leone and Liberia. But 
some health authorities ex¬ 
pressed little confidence in 
such precautions. 

“The best thing would be if 
people did not travel when 
they were sick, but the 
problem is people won’t 
say when they’re sick. They 
will lie in order to travel, so 
it is doubtful travel recom¬ 
mendations would have a 
big impact,” said Dr. Da¬ 
vid Heymann, professor of 
infectious diseases at the 
London School of Hygiene 
and Tropical Medicine. 
“The important thing is for 
countries to be prepared 
when they get patients 
infected with Ebola, that 
they are isolated, fam¬ 
ily members are told what 


to do and health workers 
take the right steps.” 

The World Health Organi¬ 
zation is awaiting labora¬ 
tory confirmation after Ni¬ 
gerian health authorities 
said Sawyer tested positive 
for Ebola, WHO spokesman 
Gregory Hartl said. The 
WHO has not recommend¬ 
ed any travel restrictions 
since the outbreak came 
to light. 

“We would have to consid¬ 
er any travel recommen¬ 
dations very carefully, but 
the best way to stop this 
outbreak is to put the nec¬ 
essary measures in place 
at the source of infection,” 
Hartl said. Closing borders 
“might help, but it won’t be 
exhaustive or foolproof.” 
The risk of travelers con¬ 
tracting Ebola is consid¬ 
ered low because it re¬ 
quires direct contact with 
bodily fluids or secretions 
such as urine, blood, sweat 
or saliva, experts say.Q

Annoying minor floods are increasing on U.S. coasts

WASHINGTON (AP) - Along 
much of America’s coasts, 
the type of flooding that is 
more annoying than dan¬ 
gerous has jumped more 
than fivefold in the last 50 
years, the federal govern¬ 
ment reported Monday. 
Scientists blame rising seas, 
saying this is one of the 
ways global warming is 
changing everyday lives. 
The National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administra¬ 
tion studied coastal trends 
in what it calls nuisance 
flooding, where no one is 
hurt but people have to 
deal with flooded roads 
and buildings. 

While scientists and the 
public spend a lot of time 
dealing with giant events, 
such as a hurricane, it is mi¬ 
nor floods that people feel 
more often, though not as 
severely, said NOAA’s Mar¬ 
garet Davidson. 

“It's the stuff that keeps 
you from conducting your 
business or picking up your 
kids from school,” Davidson 
said. “It is clear that chang¬ 
ing climate and weather 
patterns will cause us to 
be increasingly inconve¬ 
nienced and challenged 
in our everyday lives.” 
Oceanographer William 
Sweet looked at coastal 


sites across the nation, fo¬ 
cusing on 25 places with 
records that go back be¬ 
yond 1950. Fifty years ago 
the 25 sites averaged 
about 2.5 days of minor 
flooding a year. Now those 
places average about 14 
days a year. 

All 25 of those locations saw 
increases in the number 
of minor flood days; 22 of 
them saw more than dou¬ 


bling of nuisance flooding 
since the late 1950s and 
early 1960s. Those 25 cities 
have also seen sea level 
rise nearly half a foot since 
1963. 

The biggest increases are 
in the mid-Atlantic region. 
Charleston, South Caroli¬ 
na, San Francisco and Port 
Isabel, Texas, also showed 
more than four-fold in¬ 
creases in flooding. 


Annapolis, Maryland, had 
the biggest percentage in¬ 
crease. From 1957 to 1963 
it averaged 3.6 minor flood 
days a year; now it aver¬ 
ages more than 39 a year. 
In 2011, Maryland's capital 
had 66 minor flood days. 
University of Maryland envi¬ 
ronmental scientist Donald 
Boesch, who wasn’t part 
of the report, said this type 
of event is probably more 


meaningful to people 
than the bigger and less 
frequent storms. He noted 
that sea level has risen 
about 8 inches in Annapo¬ 
lis since 1971. 

“Simply stated, the cause 
of the increase in inunda¬ 
tion frequency is sea level 
rise attributable to global 
warming,” Boesch said in 
an email. 

Sweet said sinking land 
and building construction 
are factors in the increased 
flooding, but not nearly as 
much as rising seas. 

“It’s going to become the 
new normal,” Sweet said. 
“That is how we can iden¬ 
tify with the impacts of sea 
level rise." 

Sweet looked at increase 
nuisance flooding in Bos¬ 
ton; Providence, Rhode 
Island; New London, Con¬ 
necticut; Battery Park, 
Kings Point, and Montauk, 
New York; Atlantic City and 
Sandy Hook, New Jersey; 
Philadelphia; Lewes, Dela¬ 
ware; Baltimore and An¬ 
napolis, Maryland; Wash¬ 
ington; Norfolk, Virginia; 
Wilmington, North Caroli¬ 
na; Charleston, South Car¬ 
olina; Fort Pulaski, Georgia; 
Fernandina Beach, Key 
West and Mayport, Florida; 
Port Isabel, Texas; La Jolla, 
California; San Francisco, 
Seattle and Honolulu.□ 


Caught on radar: Beer-loving bugs swarm in Midwest

MILWAUKEE (AP) - May¬ 
flies have begun emerging 
from fhe Mississippi River in 
swarms that show up on 
radar like thunderstorms, 
coat roads and leave be¬ 
hind slimy messes. They’ve 
already been blamed for 
at least one car crash this 
week in Wisconsin. 

The flies hatch and then 


spend a year burrowed 
into the sediment on the 
bottom of the river that 
serves as a border be¬ 
tween Wisconsin and Min¬ 
nesota. They emerge the 
next summer to mate, lay 
eggs and die, all in less 
than 48 hours. 

Mayflies, sensitive to oxy¬ 
gen levels and pollutants 
in the river, serve as “senti¬ 
nels” for scientists and oth¬ 


ers concerned about wa¬ 
ter quality, said Mark Ste- 
ingraeber, a U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service biologist. 
Mayflies disappeared from 
a 70-mile area south of 
the Twin Cities in the 1920s 
and didn’t reappear in 
significant numbers again 
until 1978, when wastewa¬ 
ter treatment and others 
actions taken under the 
Clean Water Act began to 
have an impact. 

The National Weather Ser¬ 
vice captured a massive 
swarm on radar Sunday 
night as the flies came 
out of the river and drifted 
north on the wind. The ra¬ 
dar system picks up energy 
reflected off the flies, with 
the image’s intensity re¬ 
flecting the density of the 
bugs. 

A loop recorded Sunday 
shows yellow patches di¬ 


rectly over the river that 
morph into a green band 
as the flies drift north. The 
bugs become blue dots as 
they disperse. 

A second, smaller swarm 
recorded Thursday night 
starts as a green band 
before exploding like fire¬ 
works into blue dots. 
“Almost every night in the 
summer, there’s some 
sense on the radar that 
there’s something com¬ 
ing off the river,” said Dan 
Baumgardt, science and 
operations officer for the 
National Weather Service 
in La Crosse. “We don’t 
know what kind of bug it 
is ... until we have people 
calling or saying, 'Oh my 
gosh, there’s mayflies all in 
the La Crosse area.’ “ 

The weather service typi¬ 
cally records several 
swarms each year from 


June through August. Air 
and water temperatures 
have been usually cool this 
year, helping explain why 
Sunday’s emergence was 
the first big one this sum¬ 
mer, Steingraeber said. 
Attracted by light, may¬ 
flies congregate on roads, 
bridges and other surfaces 
in piles that can be nearly 
2 feet high. Cars crush the 
flies, releasing liquid in the 
females’ eggs and mak¬ 
ing roads slick. Two people 
were injured Sunday in 
Trenton Township in west¬ 
ern Wisconsin when a car 
slid on a road covered by 
flies, crashed into a second 
car and then struck a van. 
Flies that aren’t crushed 
spend 24 hours shedding 
exoskeletons in a final 
stage of development be¬ 
fore taking to the air again 
to mate. □

A double-header of biopics 
for Chadwick Boseman

NEW YORK (AP) — A year 
after playing Jackie Rob¬ 
inson in "42,” Chadwick 
Boseman was back in bi- 
opic spring training. 

To become James Brown 
for the film “Get on Up,” 
Boseman needed to rely 
on an entirely different skill 
set. But the preparation 
necessary to transform 
into a tireless performer 
like Brown — "the hard¬ 
est working man in show 
business," after all — was 
oddly reminiscent of work¬ 
ing out on the baseball 
diamond. 

“I was like, ‘This is deja vu,”' 
says Boseman. “I’m wak¬ 
ing up in the morning and 
lacing them up. Doesn’t 
matter whether it’s cleats 
or if it’s leather shoes." 

For the second time, Bose¬ 
man has stepped into 
some very big ones. A 
largely unknown actor 
previously, the 32-year-old 
Boseman has emerged 
with back-to-back biopics 
of 20th century titans: one 
the revolutionary breaker 
of baseball’s color line, 
the other the Godfather 
of Soul. Both were unstop¬ 
pable forces that blazed 
across civil rights-era 
America. One could steal 
home; the other could do 
the Mashed Potato. 
Tackling one such histori¬ 
cal figure is daring; two is 


audacious. It wasn’t Bose- 
man’s idea. 

“There’s no way in the 
world,” Boseman says was 
his initial reaction to play¬ 
ing Brown, still sounding 
genuinely resistant to the 
idea. Not only was playing 
such a complicated, icon¬ 
ic personality like Brown 
a fearsome challenge, 
it also could potentially 
typecast Boseman in a bi- 
opic bubble. 

“I felt like if I keep doing 
this biopic thing, then all 
I’m going to get is biop¬ 
ics,” says Boseman. "I was 
already getting all biopic 
scripts.” 

But director Tate Taylor

The “Dating Naked” debut 
earlier this month featured 
a woman in her 30s stung 
when her chosen man was 
distracted by a younger, 
gorgeous temptress, an 
intriguing story for VHTs 
female-dominated audi¬ 
ence. The older woman’s 
name, Wee Wee, trended 
on Twitter, and the epi¬ 
sode’s audience of 826,000 
easily beat the network’s 
average of 335,000 viewers 
in the time slot. With more 
than 4 million viewers, “Na¬ 
ked and Afraid” was Dis¬ 
covery’s most-watched 
series premiere ever. 

That explains why plenty 
of other “naked” pitches 
are being heard in network 
boardrooms. 

“You’ll probably see four or 
five work and a dozen that 
don’t work,” Montgomery 
said. 

The Parents Television 
Council is dismayed that 
each of the “naked” shows 
is judged by its network as 
being suitable for children. 
But Tim Winter, president of 
the lobbying group, which 
backs family-friendly pro¬ 
gramming, predicted the 
trend will be short-lived. 
Despite the ratings, the 
shows likely make many 
advertisers squeamish. 

“It’s just so lazy," he said.

FORT-DAUPHIN, Madagascar - 

With the world going crazy, I tried 
running away from the news. It 
didn't work. 

I've been doing an eco-survey of 
Madagascar, the island nation 
off the east coast of Africa that 
contains the highest percent¬ 
age of plant and animal species 
found nowhere else on earth - 
all of them now endangered to 
one degree or another. My tour 
guide is Russ Mittermeier, the 
president of Conservation Inter¬ 
national and one of the world’s 
leading primatologists. We saw 
something the other day that 
even Mittermeier, who’s been 
coming here for 30 years, hadn’t 
seen before. 

We were trekking through the 
Berenty Reserve, one of the last 
remaining slices of Madagas¬ 
car's southern spiny desert - an 
ecosystem characterized by tall, 
thin, cactus-like plants exclu¬ 
sive to Madagascar. This forest 
is home to Sifaka lemurs: white, 
fluffy primates, with very long 
hind limbs that enable them to 
bound from tree to tree like for¬ 
est kangaroos. How these lemurs 
are able to leap from one sharp¬ 
ly spiked vertical tree to another 
without impaling themselves is a 
mystery. 

After walking through the forest 
for hours, spotting a lemur here 
and there, we came upon a par¬ 
ticularly dense grove and looked 
up. There, about 30 feet off the 
forest floor, were nine Sifaka 
lemurs huddling together for 
warmth in two groups - four on 
one limb, five on another - staring 
directly down at us. They looked 
as if they were drawn there by a 
Disney artist: too cute, too white, 
too fluffy to be other than the 
products of a toy factory. “I’ve 
seen two or three huddled to¬ 
gether," said Mittermeier later 
that night, “but I've never seen 
a whole group like that. I could 
have taken a whole chip full of 
pictures. I didn't want to leave." 
None of us did. But it wasn’t just 
because we’d never seen such 
a thing before. It was because 
we knew we may never see 
such a thing again - that no one 
would, particularly our kids. Why? 
Just look at the trends: Madagas¬ 
car has already lost more than 90 
percent of its natural vegetation 
through deforestation, most of it 
over the last century, particularly 
the past few decades, said Mit¬ 
termeier. “What remains is heav¬ 
ily fragmented and insufficiently 
protected, despite the fact that 
Madagascar has an essential 
national network of parks and 
reserves.” 

And that brings me to the ques¬ 
tion: What is news? 

I’ve visited and written a lot 
about Ukraine and the Middle 
East lately. The tragic events 


happening there are real news, 
worthy of world attention. But 
where we in the news media fall 
down is in covering the big trends 
- trends that on any given day 
don't amount to much but over 
time could be vastly more signifi¬ 
cant than we can now imagine. 
Too bad we’ll never see this news 
story: “The U.N. Security Council 
met today in emergency session 
to discuss the fact that Mada¬ 
gascar, one the world's most bio- 
diversity-rich nations, lost another 
percentage of its plant and ani¬ 
mal species.” Or this: “Secretary 
of State John Kerry today broke 
off his vacation and rushed to 
Madagascar to try to negotiate 
a cease-fire between the log¬ 
gers, poachers, miners and farm¬ 
ers threatening to devour the 
last fragments of Madagascar's 
unique forests and the tiny group 
of dedicated local environmen¬ 
talists trying to protect them.” 
Because that won't happen, 
we have to think about how this 
one-of-a-kind natural world can 
be protected with the limited 
resources here. We know the an¬ 
swer in theory - a well-managed 
national system of parks and re¬ 
serves is vital because, given the 
current trends, anything outside 
such protected zones would be 
devoured by development and 
population growth. For Mada¬ 
gascar, this is particularly vital 
because, without its forests, 
neither its amazing plants nor 
animals will survive - which are 
a joy unto themselves and also 
attract critical tourist income for 
this incredibly poor country - and 
the people won’t survive, either. 
These forests maintain the clean 
and sustainable water supplies 
and soils that Madagascar's ex¬ 
ploding population requires. 

“We have to preserve this natu¬ 
ral environment," Hery Rajaonari- 
mampianina, Madagascar's 
president, told me in an inter¬ 
view. “One of my major policies 
is to develop eco-tourism. This 
can bring a lot of jobs. The prob¬ 
lem is the poverty of the people 
that lead them to destroy the en¬ 
vironment. That is very sad.” 
Madagascar's ecological chal¬ 
lenge parallel's the Middle East's 
political challenge. The struggle 
here is all about preserving Mad¬ 
agascar's natural diversity so its 
people will have the resilience, 
tools and options to ensure a de¬ 
cent future. A diverse system in 
nature is much more resilient and 
adaptable to change. Monocul¬ 
tures are enormously susceptible 
to disease. They can be wiped 
out by a single pest or weather 
event in a way that a poly-cul¬ 
ture cannot. 

In the Middle East today, though, 
the last remnants of poly-cuitural 
nation states and communities 
are being wiped out. Christians 
are fleeing the Arab-Muslim 
world. Islamist jihadists in Syria 
and Iraq are beheading those 
who won't convert to their pu¬ 
ritanical Islam. Jews and Pales¬ 
tinians, Shiites and Sunnis keep 
forcing each other into tighter 
and tighter ghettos. So a human 
rain forest once rich with ethnic 
and religious diversity is becom¬ 
ing a collection of disconnected 
monocultures, enormously sus¬ 
ceptible to disease - diseased 
ideas.Q 



The World’s Coolest Places

Travel season is here, when so 
many Americans decamp to 
Cape Cod or the Jersey Shore. 
All of which is wonderful, and 
someday I plan to do a 10-part 
series on the world's best beach¬ 
es. 

But travel can also be an edu¬ 
cation, a step toward empathy 
and international understanding. 
So for those with an adventurous 
streak who want to get beyond 
the madding crowd this summer, 
here are a few little-known travel 
spots that I recommend. 

These just might be the world's 
coolest places. 

Bikini Atoll, Marshall Islands 
This coral island in the Pacific 
Ocean was the site of American 
nuclear weapons tests in the 
1940s and 1950s, but after de¬ 
cades left to itself it is now daz- 
zlingly beautiful in a way that 
belies its history. Radiation has 
dissipated, and the deserted 
white-sand beaches are lined 
with coconut palms and scat¬ 
tered with seashells and an oc¬ 
casional giant sea turtle - which 
will hurriedly call to its friends: 
Look, there’s a rare sight, a hu¬ 
man! The island is a reminder of 
the redemptive power of time 
and nature. 


Potosi, Bolivia 

Perhaps no country in Latin Amer¬ 
ica is more picturesque than Bo¬ 
livia, and the most memorable 
Bolivian city may be Potosi. Eu¬ 
ropean explorers discovered 
a huge silver mountain here in 
the 1540s, and, in the 1600s, this 
was one of the major cities in the 
world. Tourists can descend the 
silver mines, and it is a searing 
and unforgettable experience. 
You go down hundreds of feet in 
tiny, sweltering tunnels thick with 
dust, talk to some of the miners, 
and get a glimpse of what life is 
like for the many Bolivians who 
work each day in the mines. After 
a couple of hours deep under¬ 
ground, sometimes struggling to 
breathe and fretting about cave- 
ins, you may have new empathy 
for the laborers responsible for sil¬ 
ver bowls and cutlery. 

Victoria Falls, Zimbabwe 
Maybe our best family trip started 
at Victoria Falls, which drench¬ 
es you with spray and is so vast 
that it makes Niagara Falls seem 
like a backyard creek. Then 
we rented a car and made our 
way to Hwange National Park, 
which was empty of people but 
crowded with zebras, giraffes, 
elephants and more. Zimbabwe 
has far fewer tourists than South 
Africa or Kenya, and there's less 
crime as well. 

Amritsar, India 

The Golden Temple, Sikhism's ho¬ 
liest shrine, is in northwestern India 
near the Pakistani border, and it 
is a delightful place to contem¬ 
plate the draw of faith. A four- 
century-old temple set in a lake, 
it attracts Sikhs from around the 
world. It is much less visited by 
tourists than the Taj Mahal, yet it 
is just as serene, grand and unfor¬ 
gettable. You walk the circuit of 
the lake barefoot, with your head 
covered, and, for the full experi¬ 
ence, you can sleep and eat in 
temple buildings. 

Tanna, Vanuatu 

This remote island in the South Pa¬ 


cific is notable for its live volcano 
that you can climb at night. From 
the lip, you look down and see the 
fires and molten lava. It's a natu¬ 
ral fireworks display. The people 
of Tanna are also likely to invite 
you to drink kava, the local in¬ 
toxicant, or perhaps join a village 
dance. The local faith tradition is 
a cargo cult. People believe in a 
god they call John Frum, perhaps 
based on an American military 
officer around the time of World 
War II who gave islanders their 
first glimpse of industrial products. 
One theory is that he introduced 
himself as "John from America," 
but only the first two words sur¬ 
vived and became his name. 

Cu Chi Tunnels, Vietnam 
Follow a guide in wriggling on 
your stomach underground 
through these tunnels dug by 
Vietcong soldiers who used them 
and even lived in them during 
the Vietnam War. The tunnels are 
now widened to accommodate 
portly Americans, and they are 
still a tight fit. After a couple hun¬ 
dred feet of crawling in the tun¬ 
nels, you're desperate to come 
up again, and you understand 
that military victory is sometimes 
not about weaponry but about 
commitment. 

There’s nothing wrong, of course, 
with a delicious week at the 
beach with a pile of books. But 
if you’re hankering to escape 
the crowds this summer, encoun¬ 
ter new worlds and come back 
with a tale, think about some of 
these destinations. The tourism 
infrastructure may not be great, 
but the people (or elephants) will 
make up for it. 

When I visited the Pacific island 
country of Kiribati years ago, I 
made a reservation by phone to 
make sure I would have a place 
to stay. The man at the hotel 
agreed to hold me a spot, but he 
skipped the details. 

“I don’t need the name," he said. 
“If there’s an American at the air¬ 
port, I’ll recognize him." □ 
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Muslims Mark End of Ramadan With Eid Celebrations

DUBAI, United Arab Emir¬ 
ates (AP) — Millions of Mus¬ 
lims across the world cel¬ 
ebrated the first day of the 
Eid al-Fitr holiday Monday, 
which marks the end of the 
monthlong fast of Rama¬ 
dan. 

The three-day-long Eid 
al-Fitr holiday is a time to 
celebrate the completion 
of Ramadan, a month de¬ 
voted to worship and re¬ 
pentance during which 
observing Muslims abstain 
from food and water from 
sunrise to sunset every day. 
But the mood was dark for 
millions of people affected 
by the Syrian civil war, the 
Gaza war and the militant 
advance in Iraq. Many 
were just too busy trying to 
survive to observe the holi¬ 
day. Beyond the Middle 
East, the few remaining 
Muslims in the Central Afri¬ 
can Republic's capital city 
ventured out to a mosque 
under the watchful guard 
of armed peacekeepers. 
Ofhers like Aminata Bary 
stayed at home, still too 
fearful to venture out for 
fear of attack from Chris¬ 
tian militias who drove 
thousands of Muslims from 
the capital this year. 

In the Philippines, an in¬ 
surgent group attacked 


people traveling to cel¬ 
ebrate with their families, 
killing 21, including at least 
six children, in the bloodiest 
incident by the gunmen in 
recent years. 

In Gaza City, streets were 
largely deserted, as resi¬ 
dents huddled indoors for 
safety. More than 1,040 
Gazans have been killed, 
more than 6,000 wounded 
and tens of thousands dis¬ 
placed in the last three 
weeks of fighting between 
Israel and Flamas, accord¬ 
ing to Palestinian officials. 
Israel has seen 43 Israeli 
soldiers and three civilians 
killed. 

“All we think about is to 
stay safe,” said Fedaa Abul 
Atta, a nurse and mother 
of six. The family was griev¬ 
ing the death of her neph¬ 
ew, killed in an airstrike. Her 
house among hundreds 
demolished by Israeli fire 
in the Gaza City neighbor¬ 
hood of Shijaiyah. 

The mood was equally sub¬ 
dued for the more than 1 
million Syrian refugees in 
Lebanon. 

“Eid has no flavor here at 
all,” said Umm Ammar, who 
fled her country three years 
ago with her family and 
now lives in an encamp¬ 
ment in Lebanon’s eastern 
Bekaa Valley. “We want to 
celebrate Eid in Syria, in our 


homes.” Despite frequent 
car bombings in Iraq’s cap¬ 
ital of Baghdad, shoppers 
packed malls and stores 
ahead of Eid in anticipa¬ 
tion of family gatherings. 
Muslims in Indonesia, across 
the Middle East, parts of Af¬ 
rica, Europe and the U.S. 
marked Eid on Monday. 
Millions in Morocco, India 
and most of Pakistan are 
still fasting and will likely 
celebrate Eid on Tuesday. 
That’s because Muslims 
use a lunar calendar and 


a moon-sighting method¬ 
ology that can lead to the 
month of fasting ending on 
different days. 

In West Africa, Eid prayers 
were dedicated to the vic¬ 
tims of two tragedies in the 
region — the crash of an 
Air Algerie plane that killed 
118 people and an ongo¬ 
ing Ebola outbreak that 
has killed more than 670. 
Eid celebrations were less 
extravagant than usual in 
Malaysia as it tried to come 
to terms with loss of two

Malaysian Airlines flights. 
Malaysian Prime Minister 
Najib Razak and his Cabi¬ 
net canceled their cel¬ 
ebrations to mourn for the 
victims. 

Similarly, Lebanese Prime 
Minister Tammam Salam 
announced that he would 
not be receiving guests or 
congratulations because 
of the situation in nearby 
Gaza. Turkish President 
Abdullah Gul reminded 
people in his Eid message 
that though Turkey was en¬ 
joying a peaceful holiday, 
many of its neighbors were 
not. In Qatar’s capital city 
of Doha, celebrations were 
cancelled in one area 
and in another the festivi¬ 
ties were curbed back to 
mourn victims in Gaza. 
Some restaurants also had 
donation boxes and said 
they would donate their 
Eid profits to Gaza. 

Iman Eddbali, 26, said the 
imam leading prayers in 
her local mosque in Doha 
urged worshippers to be 
happy for those who can¬ 
not be happy this year. 

“It is a religious duty to cel¬ 
ebrate the end of Rama¬ 
dan, ... but at the same 
time it would be indecent 
to overdo it this year,” she 
said. “We just can’t ignore 
that there are many, many 
people, not just in Pales¬ 
tine, that simply just can’t 
even have a proper day 
to rest and mourn their 
dead.'O
